There was no charge of conspiracy to rob 
Ballymackey Post Office or to kill Daniel 
Gleeson, said Mr. Weod. It was a charge ot 
murder against the a¢cused man. The thing 


no motive; te premetitation. At most it was 
an act of irresponsible folly, the outcome of 
a rash eseapade, if they wished. But, so far 
as Michael Gleeson was concerned, he was 
the victim of the folly of others, not of the 
conception of his own mind. What was done 
that’ night was done without felonious or 
criminal inteit. He thought they would 
come to the conclusion not that Michael 
Gleeson was the leader, but that John 
O’Brien was the leader and Michael Gleeson 
the victim. O'Brion was the’ prime mover 
from beginning to end. The death was 
caused not by Gleeson, but by O’Brien. 
Referring to what took place ia the Guards’ 
barracks at Nenagh, Mr. Woed said that 
O’Brien was the first to male a statement 
and everything was thrown on Gleeson. 
O’Brien immediate'y was taken under the 
wing of Sup. .atéhdent O'’Boyle. Then 
Morgan told his story. These two were 
segvregdted from Molemphy and Gleeson. 
Altogether they told three stories each. Next 
day one story was told by Molamphy, and 
he was taken away trom Gleésoh. In each 
of the statenients they had part of the case 
against Gleeson and in each of the statements 
they world find that O'Brien had a part. 
Morgan had admitted in cross-exarination 
the vrevious day that the story he had told 
was to shield O’Btien, 

Mr, Wood referred to the assistatice ren- 
dered in the Courts by photographs. He 
thought that the time liad come when, in- 
stead’ of siatements ftom prisoners and 
accused persons being taken in the presence of 
Civic Guatds, they should be taken before 
responsible persons, and there should be some 
mechanical device for recortting them. As 
it wis, the danger was terrible. Once a 
a statement was made to the Guards they 
acted upon it, and in that case to the pre- 
jud'ce of Gle2son. 

In O'Hrion'a first statenicnt, said Mr. 
Wood, they had corroboration of Gleesoi’s 
story, and Morgan was about to corroborate 
it on the previous day. It seemed to cotinsel 
that from the monient the ghosts of his 
ittitrue stériés seized him. but he went back 
on it. “TI asked him whom he was shield. 
ing atid he said ‘O’Brien.’ 1 asked him a 
nuttiber of qué@stions anil, so far as he could 
tell it, he told the truth at that moment 
when his conscience wai awakened.

In three actions, in which the plaintiffs 
were the Leitrim County Council and the 
defendatts in each case were sureties 5 three 
defaulting rate collectors of the Council, who 
were also named as defendants, an appli- 
cation was mide on behalf of the surety 
defendants for leave te discontinue and with- 
draw proceedings for the trial of certain 
issues directed by the Court, by order of 
22nd.

In one of the actions, the defendants were 
Michael Wryhu, Tarmon, Ballinamore, rate 
collector, and his sureties, James Wrynh, 
Drumharkin, and Martin McWeeney, Fenagh, 
Co. Leitrim. Judgment had already been 
given against the rate collector for £106, and 
cértain issues were directed to be tried, on 
the application of the sureties, in regard to 
the dcfelcaiions by the collector. 

Mr. Barra O'Briaiv (instructed by Mr. P. 
Canning), for the surety defendants, read an 
affidavit by the latter, in Which they stated 
that they were agreeing to the issue of execu- 
tion of the judgment because they wanted to 
avoid heavy costs for which they might be- 
come liable. They would be seriously em: 
barrassed financially if, as they were in- 
formed, the trial of the issues would last 
several days. Counsel suggested that it 
would not be right to give three sets of 
costs to the County Council, Although, he 
said, there were three separate actions against 
fhree rate collectors and their sureties, the 
documents were practically the same in each 
case. He asked the Court to discontinue the 
proceedings, with costs in one case, and to 
discontinue proceeditigs without costs in the 
ether two cases. All thé stirety defendants 
would then come togéther and pay these 
costs. They did not benefit in any way from 
the defalcations.

In 1820 O’Curry himself tried his hand 
at the game, but failed dismally. “I 
fear that either the words I used,” he 
said, “were too hard for the vermin to 
understand, or that I had not the true 
inspiration, as certainly they paid not the 
slightest regard to the notice to quit 
which I gave them.’’ 

I wonder if any of our present-day 
Trish bards would be more successful. 
Perhaps this Belfast authority has some- 
thing of the old bardic strain in him.

EROURY passes into Superior Con- 
M junction with respect to the Sun on 
the 25th, and will, therefore, be un- 
suitably placed for observation. 
Venus continues to an arresting object 
in the evening sky. She sets approximately 
44 hours after the Sun on the Ist, and 25 
hours after the Sun on the 3ist. The planet 
reaches maximum brilliancy on the 12th, with 
stellar magnitude—4.5, or about twelve times 
brighter than Sirius. At such times Venus 
is quite capable of casting marked shadows 
of trees ant similar objects; these should be 
looked for an hour or so after sunset, whe 
the twilight has gone. The conditions oi 
course, must be suitable; a whitewashea 
wall or a darkened room, with window facing 
west, will answer well, but town lights and 
other artificial illumination must be avuided. 
In the telescope, the crescent phase is seen 
to be narrowing rapidly as the planet closes 
in on the Sun. 
Mars passes. from Libra into Scorpio on 
the 17th. On the morning of the 2ist the 
planet makes a close approach to the double 
star Beta Scorpii; shortly after midnight 
Mars will be ten minutes of arc north of 
Beta, The planet rises at midnight in the 
middle of the month, and is now approaching 
the Earth rapidly. Already the more con- 
spicuous of the Maria, as well as the two 
olar snow caps, are visible in the writer's 
10in. reflector. 

Jupiter is a morning star. Towards the 
end of the month it will be a conspicuous 
object, low down in the 8.E., about an hour 
halons sunrise. 

Saturn will be in Conjunction with the 
Sun on the i6th, and will be invisible. 

Uranus is an evening star, and is also ap- 
proaching the Sun. 

Neptune will be in Opposition on the 8th, 
and, therefore, well placed. The planet is 
in Leo; its position on the 15th being R.A. 
llh. 15m., Decl. +5° 59’—or about one and 
a half times the moon’s diameter §.W. of 
the star Signa Leonis. 


Comets 


Two comets have been discovered during 
the’ past month.: The first of these, 19373, 
was detected on January 31st by a Japanese 
observer ; 1957b ‘was the discovery of Dr. F. 
L. Whipple, at Harvard. Both are very 
faint objects at present. 1937a seems to be 
the fourth return of the comet Daniel, which 
made its first appearance in 1909, and which 
has not been observed since. Dr. Whipple’s 
object is new. It is approaching both the 
Earth and the Sun, so that its brightness 
may be expected to rise with some rapidity.

Méryon 
never looked objectively at -his work. His 
passionate self, his very soul, was in every 
line of it, and surely it was not fanciful that 
in his grim rendering of architecture, in 
his gloomy shadows, even in the Sphinx-like 


reflected the striving and despair, the dark- 
ness and tragedy of his own life. 

Between 1860 and 1854, not yet in his 34th 
year, Méryon produced eight or nine prints, 
steeped in the soul and in the deep solemnity

WORK OF MEN LIVING 


“T have kept time to show you the work 
of men living to-day who may count as the 
masters of to-morrow,” said Mr. Hardie, and 
ha showed many plates.

hospitals should be fireproof or ‘ire tresisting, 
and the factors of transmission, conductivity 
of heat, cold and sound must be low. The 
possivility of alterations and extensions should 
ve borne in mind, for modern ideas of sur- 
gery and medicine changed very rapidly ; new 
treatment and equipments and wew discoveries 
of ali kinds constantly revolutionised ideas 
on planning. Heating, lighting, fresh air and 
natural light must be given careful thought. 
Plamuing should provide íor adequate 
separation of patients, while avoiding incon- 
venient separation or isolation. . 

Dealing with construction details, he said 
that brickword was a form of construction 
which he thought would revive in Ireland. 
The major part of Dublin buildings was in 
brick, mest of the bricks being imported, but 


| recently the native brick industry had shown 


signs of revival. Brick had many advantages 
over mass concrete for hospital work, as it 
made the insulation values far higher; sound 
transmission was much lower and the chances 
of cracking were considerably reduced.

France in Crisis 


Yesterday’ s debate in “the French 
Chamber was symptomatic of the nervous.

Minister, and one of the many Premiers 
of the last few years, delivered a Vicious 
attack on M. Léon Blum last evening, 
Ji is evident that the parties of the Right 
are organising themselves against the 
Popular Front, and M. Blum’s position is 
becoming increasingly embarrassing. M. 
Flandin declared that the Premier ‘‘ in 
perfect sincerity and henesty ”. was lead- 
ing France towards catastrophe. He gave 
a detailed technical criticism of the 
Government's policy, with particular re- 
ference to finance, appealing to M. Blum. 


to abandon his policy of class war, dis- 


union and division. If the Government 
should persist in ‘‘struggle and coer- 
cion ’’ the republican régime would perish, 
and France would be lost. 
warned M. Blum that he soon would be 
faced with a simultaneous crisis in the 
Treasury and the Currency Department. 
He had sworn that he would not de- 
valuate the franc, and had been entirely 
sincere at the time, but. events had 
proved to be too strong for him, aid they 
would prove to be too strong for him 
again. M. Flandin rehearsed a gloomy 
catalogue of the Government’s financial 
dificulties. The savings banks’ hold- 
a barometer of national 
credit—were one hundred million francs 
below the average for the last two years. 
The Government had obtained from the 
Chamber greater borrowing powers than 
ever had been given to a previous Ad- 
ministration, but it could find no lenders. 
The difference between the London and 
Paris rates was significant; two London 
banks had refused to participate in the 
recent French loan, and, although the 
City of London had a “soft spot in its 
heart ” for M. Blum, no more money was 


likely to be forthcoming from that 
source. 
M. Blum in his reply was almost 


equally emphatic. He, too, took the view 
that there was a threat to the safety of 
the Republic, but insisted that it came 
from the Right rather than from the Lelt. 
The Popular Front, he declared, was a 
stern reality. If it should be dissolved, the 
people, feeling themselves “ betrayed and 
beaten,’’ might desert the Republic with 
chaotic results. M. Blum asserted that he 
never sought political power, He had no 
desire for office; but he would be true to 
his trust and would not be false to the 
people who had faith in him. There can 
be no doubt that the situation in France 
is critical. But for the advent of the 
Blum Government it is quite possible that 
there would have been revolution. The 
French people, having suffered terribly 
during the War, expected that victory 
would bring them not only peace but 
prosperity. Actually it brought neither 
the one nor the other. They have seen 
Germany, the conquered nation, rising to 
a place. -of pre-eminence in Europe. They 
have seen Herr Hitler. hacking his way 
through the restrictions that were placed 
on the German Reich by the Versailles 
Treaty, while they themselves have been 
growing weaker and weaker. they 
are faced with appalling expenditure on 
defences—and in the case of France the 
word “ defences’’ means precisely what it 
says. The French no aggressive 
designs upon anybody. They have recovered 
their lost province of Alsace-Lorraine, and 
they want nothing more. For years they 
supported the policy of the League of 
Nations, hoping, if not believing, that 
Geneva would be able to preserve the 
world’s peace ; but they were disappointed. 
The League of Nations has been smashed 
by the combined efforts of Adolf Hitler 
and Benito Mussolini, ably aided and 
abetted by Japan. To-day it is virtually 
impotent so far as major. questions of 
international policy are concerned. The 
principle of collective security, on which 
France, above all other nations, relied, has 
been laughed to scorn by the dictators,

and not only France, but also the United 
Kingdom, has been compelled to adopt a 
new policy of defence. France must fortify 
her whole land frontier, including that 
with Spain. She has been. forced to pour 
out immense sums for armaments of one

The future of France to a great extent 
is the future of Europe. On the Con- 
tinent France now is the only Great Power 
that abides by the principles of democracy, 
and, if she should succumb, nothing would 
remain but tyranny and oppression. Her 
peace is threatened almost equally from 
the Left and from the Right. There is a 
very strong element of Communism among 
the French working ‘classes, which has 
been intensified as a result of recent events 
in Spain. M. Blum so far has contrived 
to hold these elements in check; but the 
cost has been heavy, and the bill has not 
been settled yet. Probably no other in- 
dividual im France at the moment could 
have done better than the present Premier. 
There is no Clemenceau; there is no 
Poincaré; there is not ‘even a Briand to 
rally the nation around him in a supreme 
effort to save the Republic. M. Blum is 
doing his best in extremely difficult 
circumstances. He has been trying to 
please everybody; and, of course, com- 
plete success is out of the question. He 
is being assailed bitterly by the extremists 
at both ends of the political scale. The 
Communists accuse him of Fascist lean- 
ings, particularly as he is a man of some 
means, while the parties of the Right 
brand him as a “ Red ’’ of the deepest dye. 
Actually M. Blum is a mild Socialist, 
whose one anxiety is to keep French policy 
in the middle of the road. His internal 
problems are sufficiently formidable, but 
they are complicated enormously by the 
international situation. France’s enemies 
are watching like so many hawks. They 
know that her armed might is the only

The Tourist Trophy 


The Down. County Council has refused 
to close the roads for the Ulster Tourist 
Trophy Race, to the very real disappoint- 
ment of motoring enthusiasts, and to the 
vehement jubilation of those who profess 
no understanding of the modern interest 
in speed. The decision came as a surprise. 


Last November the Royal Automobile 
Club received nan. invitation from 
Viscount Craigavon to hold the race 


as usual in September; and although 
there seemed to be considerable opposi- 
tion to the event in Ulster the Club 
believed that all would be well. Now, 
after a somewhat violent discussion, the 
Down County Council has knocked the 
whole scheme on the head. Only three 
out of the twenty members voted in favour 
of the race. To the people in the South 
this uncompromising expression of hostility 
to the “ T.T.’’ might appear a little incom- 
prehensible; but one must not overlook 
the effect that last year’s dreadful 
accident has had upon the public in the 
North. During the County Council’s dis- 
cussion reference was made to battlefield 
scenes, and a memory which never would 
fade in the neighbourhood; and in all 
probability these observations* are not 
unduly exaggerated. The deaths of eight 
holiday-makers at a sporting event is too 

king to be forgotten quickly ; and, un- 
fortunately, in the nature of the event, it 
is possible that the disaster might be 
repeated within the year. The 
circuit runs partly through ‘ built-up ”’ 
areas, through narrow streets where it is 
virtually ‘impossible to protect the 
spectators from all chance of fatal injury. 
i perhaps, ' the 
banning of the race is inevitable; but it 
is, indeed, a pity that it must go. The 
Ulster Tourist Trophy enjoyed a unigue 
position in the affections of the racing 
motorists of the world ; it brought visitors 
in their thousands to the country; and it 
was besides as thrilling, as colourful, and 
as courageous a contest as one could hope 
to see. We hope sincerely ‘that a new 
home—on more open country—will be 
found for the Tourist Trophy in this 
island,

We learn with real pleasure of the Grand

feared that the orry-drivers’ ‘‘ cut” 
prices would bring early ruin to the Grand 
Canal. Happily“ for Irish transport in 
general, that fear has been alleviated, and. 
the canal, like the railways, has been | 
allowed to retain its very distinctive, and 
very important, place in the national 
economy. It stands to _ reason 
Ireland, intersected by waterways, always 
should tind use for canal and river 
transport. She has every reason to 
congratulate herself that the Grand Canal 
has not followed so many once prosperous 
English canals into disuse, but still can 
flourish against all the competition of 
speedier forms of transport. A tribute is 
due to tho management, which, at a time 
when the canal’s future hung in the 
balance, ‘‘ took a chance,” and modernised 
its fleet of barges in the effort to cope with 
modern conditions. Nowadays, thanks to 
this bold policy, the Grand Canal Com- 
pany is by far the most efficient+and, we 
believe, most prosperous—concern of its 
kind in these islands. It has stood the 
test of two hundred years, and promises— 
unless a radical change occurs in Irish 
conditions—to endure for another two 
hundred. As the country’s internal 
resources are developed more inténsively, 
the need of inland waterways will become 
increasingly evident.

In each case these were perfectly 
correct. The weather, he said, had been 
bad throughout the trip—rain and hai! 
all the way. They flew at about a 
thousand feet, and the speed varied 
between 100 and 200 miles per hour, 
depending on whether the machine was 
flying into the wind cr against it. The 
wind had been so strong on the return 
flicht up the Shannon: that the Cambria 
flew from Kerry Head, at the entrance to 
the river, to her moorings in about five 
minutes.

Captain Christy Conway, second in com- 
mand of the Irish column serving with" 
the Spanish Government forces, has been 
killed in action on the Madrid front. 
Commandant Frank Ryan, O/C_of the 
column, and two other Irishmen have 
been wounded. Their names are: Volun- 
teer Patrick Duff (24), South King street, 
Dublin; . Volunteer James Prendergast 
(25), Aston’s quay, Dublin. 

According to a report received in Dublin 
yesterday, these losses were suffered when 
the 1st and 2nd companies of the Irish 
column supported a desperate assault by 
Spanish militiamen on the hill of 
Pingarron, south-east of Madrid. 

The hill changed hands three times in 
the course of Wednesday’s fighting. 
Captain Conway was killed when leading 
the 1st company 1m the final chargé which 
drove the insurgents from the position. 

A native of County Tipperary, Conway 
served in the I.R.4. during the Anglo- 
Irish “ troubles.”” Later he was a lieu- 
tenant of the National Army. He then 
emigrated to America, and became a 
member of the U.S. Army. On his return 
to Ireland he rejoined the I.R.A., and 
was later a member of the Irish Citizen 
Army. Two years ago Conway joined the 
Irish Communist Party. In Dublin he 


' worked on several housing schemes, and 


was a member of the Building Trades 
Branch, I.T.G.W.U.. | 
His military experience led to rapi 
promotion on the arrival of the Irish 
column in Spain, and a few weeks before 
his death he was given his commission 
as captain.

HE Government’s proposal to re- 
store the voluntary “ cuts ” in 
the salaries of Ministers is, I am 
informed, due chiefly to the con- 
tinuing rise in the cost of living, 
and to a desire to give Ministers a 
financial status equal at least to that 
enjoyed by the heads of the depart. 
ments of which they have charge, and 
for the administration of which they 
are responsible to the Oireachtas. 


INCOME TAX LIABILITY 


The heads of several Government depart- 
ments, including the Board of Works, have 
£1,500 a year each (plus bonus): 

The difference between the proposed new 
salaries and the existing remuneration will 
not pass entirely into the pockets of 
Ministers.. The present reduced salaries 
are exempt from taxation in the hands of 
their recipients, but the new salaries will, 
no doubt, be liable to direct taxation, as 
in the days when Mr. Cosgrave’s Govern- 
ment was functioning. If, as is antici- 
pated, the President receives £2,500, and 
each Minister £1,700 a: ~, the net salary 
of the President, a*icy ny ment of income 
tax (and sur-tax), wii. be approximately 


£2,106, and of each married Minister 
£1,497. 

ACTUAL CASH INCREASES 
The minimum cash increase for the 


President will, therefore, be £606, and for 
each Minister £497. These increases will, 
of course, be greater according as 
Ministers are in a position to claim income 
tax deductions in respect of children, life 
assurance, etc. : 

In calculating the tax lability of 
Ministers a deduction at the rate of £30 
per month, or £360 a year, is made, this 
being the equivalent of the allowance (for

expenses) made to deputies and which is 
not subject to taxation. 


OPPOSITION LEADERS 


As a result of the proposal to increase 
Ministerial salaries, steps will, it is now 
believed, be made to induce the Govern. 
ment to increase the monthly allowance of 
£30 to leaders of the Opposition parties 
in the Dail. It has long since been 
recognised, and has, in fact; been discussed 
in the House, that some additional re- 
muneration should be paid to these 
deputies, as upon them falls more work 
and responsibility;than devolves upon the 
ordinary member of the rank and file. 

Further, the proposal has certain attrac- 
tions even for the Government party; for 
it is said that the Executive Council of 
to-day may be the Oppositien party of to- 
morrow.

‘Faced with your dilemmas,’’ he went 
on, ‘‘we expectyed you to give up some of 
your shibboleths, and to tell the workers, 
who regard you as a Messiah, that it is 
necessary to renounce, for the time being, 
your programme of struggle and coercion. 
But you seem to have burnt your boats, 
saying that you did not intend to seek 
a truce with capital or with its assis.

Before M. Blum had spoken, another 
Opposition speech was delivered by M. 
Paul Reynaud (ex-Finance Minister), 
who is known for his advocacy of de- 
valuation of the franc. : 

Al. Reynaud said that he feared that 
the most intelligent country in the world 
had failed io understand the conditions 
in which devaluation could succeed. The

But when 
devaluation was effected tariffs should 


have been lowered at the same time and 
internal policy should have been brought 
into line. The result of the present policy 
was that in shipbuilding, for instance, 
costs were now twice as high in France 
‘as in Great Britain. Great Britain was 
apprehensive that France was slipping 
into a policy of economic isolation. 

The continued support of the’ Radical 
Socialists: for M. Blum’s Government— 
which is all important—was promised in 
the Chamber debate to-night in a good- 
humoured speech by M. €ampinchi, the 
Corsican lawyer, who is leader of the 
Parliamentary Radical Socialists. He 
said: ‘‘Nothing is ever done in France 
without the petit bourgeois. The middle 
classes are rather anxious. Much ‘has been 
done for the workers. Do not forget the 
others, When you have got your second 
breath we will run along together after a 
little talk.’’

PIG-BREEDERS ATTACK 
NEW LEGISLATION 


Disappointmen} ov@t the terms of the re- 
newed trade ent with in was 
expressed by Mr. Michael Bowe, who 
sided at the annual meeting of the lrish Pig 
Dealers’ Association in Dublin last night. 

They were sadly disappointed, he said, that 
no effort had been made to reduce the tariff 
on pigs and bacon, despite strong representa- 
tions by the pig trade, and they felt it was 
most unjust that they should compelled 
to carry as big a tariff on bacon pigs as that 
levied on two-year-old cattle. 

Expressing dissatisfaction with the legisla- 
tion controlling the pig and bacon: trade, he 
said: ‘‘]t is the opinion of the trade that 
the Act should be scrapped. Government 
interference has done more harm than good,’’ 

Supplies of pigs had not increased, he con- 
tinued. At the present moment there appeared 
to be an acute shortage, notwithstanding the 
guaranteed prices, which came into operation 
in September, 1935. The cost of feeding- 
stuffs had increased from £6 per ton in 1935 
to £9 in 1937, and it was questionable 
whether the admixture was the most econo- 
mical way to fatten pigs. They had the new 
system of grading, which nobody understood, 
not even the Minister for Agriculture him- 
self, because nobody could tell what a 
Grade A pig was until it was dead. The 
present top price for pigs (66s. per cwt.) 
meant only 61s, or 62s. on an average. ' 


OUT OF BUSINESS 


They in the export trade, who gave an 
all-round price for all classes of. pigs,. were 
absolutely out of business, he said, while 
‘the millionaire bacon curers have the whole 
trade in their hands, thanks to the policy 
of the Pigs Marketing Board and all its 
experts.'” They were endeavouring to carry 
on with a totally imadequate bounty. The 
exporters of-bacon were secured all the time, 
while the exporters of live pigs, who kept 
the competition alive between the two 
markets, had lost almost all their business. 
They had been refused representation on the 
Pigs Marketing Boaed. The  pig-dealers 
could only look on and see one of the most 
important industries in the State ruined.

In the statement Ryan was alleged to 
have stated that last August he was treated 
in a Dublin hospital for three weeks, and 
at that time said that he was a school 
teacher. At a hospital at Bray, County 
Wicklow, he sdid that he was a doctor 
from County Clare, and got £1 from a 
priest. At other places in Ireland also 
he received treatment. 

Last Christmas he met two men, one of 
whom, he said, had done five years for a 
hold-up at a place in County Limerick. 
The three of them went to a small post- 
office in Dublin, where the official was tied 
up. He waited outside while the others 
went in. They got away with a sum of 
money, and then went to St. Stephen's 
Green ggrdens, where he got about £15. 

One of the men said that he had got a 
bag of money from a bank clerk going into 
a bank in Dublin when he slashed the 
clerk’s hand with a razor. 


VISIT TO LONGFORD 


Soon after Christmas Ryan went to 
Loneforl County Hospital, and then he 
returned to Dublin. He remained there 
until January 12, when he went to Liver 

ool.

THE ARAGON FRONT 


In the North-East the hilly Aragon front, 
though beginning tc ihaw, is still sufficiently, 
snow-bound to make snything in the nature 
oí a big move difficull. ere, too, the 
Nationalists are on the defensive, but as the 
weather is improving it may not be long 
before their positions are tested by strong 
attacks. Further South in the Guardarrama 
Mountains the heavy snow still creates a 
nosition of stalemate, but .n the plain around 
Madrid the country is drying up, and the 
Nationalists have been able to renew their 
attacks. As has already been pointed out in 
these--columns, the fate of Madrid will be 
decided in the spen country to the south of 
the city, and it is nere that a big Nationalist 
thrust is taking place. 

There seems no doubt that, in spite of con- 


‘flicting reports, they have reached in some, 


and in places crossed, the Manzanares River. 
This means that the main road from Madrid 
to Valencia, the present seat of the Govern- 
ment, has been effectively cut, even though 
it has not been actually occupied. Realising 
the vital importance of this sector the Govern- 
ment troops have been vigorously counter- 
attacking, and-have been able to regain some 
ground 


THE ATTACK ON MALAGA 


This offence consists of a series of attacks 
on a limited front and with a limited objec- 
tive, and. they are carried out on grande 
guerre lines, very different from to the happy- 
go-lucky methods of the early days of the 
struggle. The Nationalists may find it advis- 
able to make their next effort a bit further 
South, where their enemy. may not be so well 


trenched. Wherever they strike, judging by 
the extent of their preparations, their next 
blow will be formidable and may well decide 
the fate of Madrid. The brunt of the struggie 
here is being borne on both sides by foreigners 
the Nationalists relving on Moors and foreign 
legionartes, while the Govetnment are using 
their now famous uternational Brigade. 
Every day the unfortanate Spaniards tend 
to be used more and more as mere cannon 
fodder by the two great European groups. 
It is on .the Southern front that recent 


Nationalists. launched an offensive against 
Malaga with an overwhelming army. The 
Government had some 30.060 troops available 
for the defence of this important port, but 
they were almost entirely Spaniards, and, 
therefore, of poor military value. Against 
them General Franco threw a composite force, 
consistmg, according 


7,000 Moors, and 5.000 Foreign Legionaries— 


regulars. 
of Spanish troops in reserve. The plan of 
work in general is reported to have been in 
German hands, which, if true, would certainly 


‘account for rts excellence. 


BLACK OUTLOOK 


If these reports are correct, the defending 
troops had no chance, and it is now known, 
in spite of vigorous denils from Valencia, 
that they were, in fact, not merely 
routed, but practically destroyed. Remember- 
ing the example oí Madrid, the 
Government is rushing some of the 


the next important port along the coast. 
However, it is very doubtful if there are 
enough of them to check a further advance 
of General Franco’s fereign army. Altogether, 
the future looks very black in this sector 
for the Valencia Government. They require 
at least 30,000 more foreign volunteers, which 
the international ban on volunteers will now 
prevent them getting, and, almost as im- 
portant, a centralised and trained generai 
staff with a strong dominant personality at 
its head. The likelihood of their getting 
such things seems more than remote, but 
without them they can have no hope of 
resisting successfully the regular German 
and Italian armies now fighting for the 
Nationalists. 

That they are heginning to realise this 
is clear from the recent changes they have 
m-ée in their higher command and the 
universal demand in their Press for con- 
scription.

BEGINNING OF 
IMPORTANT DISCOVERIES 


—-v 


é Archewologists in Northern Ireland are 
beginning of impertant dis- 
coveries,” said Mr. Ivor Herring, of the Bel- 
fast Roval Academical Institution, addressing 
the Belfast Natural History and Philosophical 
Society yesterday on beaker discoveries in 
Ceunty Londonderry. 
The site of the discoveries, he said, was 
near Boles, on the old road from Coleraine. 
“The structure, which was only 16 feet 
long, he said, provided an amazing quantity 
of finds, many of them of a type not known 
to Northern Ireland. It consisted of a paved 
forecourt, a facade of fine standing stones, 
a rectangular first chamber, built of vertical 
slabs, and a second, roofed by capstone, At 
least 20 pots were identified, and four 
restored in Belfast Museum. ‘They ranged 
from beakers of the early Bronze Age to 
rough pots quite late in the Bronze Age. 
One beaker, completely restored, was the 
first unmistakable beaker found in Northern 
Ireland. fi, 
The scene could be reconstructed. Lhe 
cairn was erected; a layer of wood placed 
down, and eight bodies, six of them adults, 
then barned on the funeral! pyre. Pecitery was 
placed with the remains and the cairn sealed 
under its pile of stones. $ 
Later generations also placed in front oí 
the eairn votive offerings of pottery to honour 
and propitiate the spirits, and so the ex- 
cavater was able to see the local developmen! 
of pottery types through the bronze age. The 
excavation served to emphasise the importance 
of County Berry for prehistoric research and 
to shew that, though activity had been great 
in past: few years, srcheologists in the 
six counties were only at the -egmnmg ©! 
important discoveries.

GOOD ATTACKING BACKS 


The Irish team, too, though beaten by a 
single point by England at ‘Twickenham, 
gave every satisfaction in that game, except 
in the matter of scrummaging, and, with 
improvement in this department to-day, the 
side may turn out to be a very formidable 
one. . There is definite reason for believing 
that the backs, if afforded reasonable 
chances, can be an effective attacking lot, 
as they showed at Twickenham by scoring 
two splendid tries.

Down also has the best, roads in Ireland, 
so that it is one of the most pleasant 
counties in which to motor. These roads 
gained additional fame as a result of the 
Tourist Trophy Race being held in the 
county, and while that race was progress- 
ing smoothly from year to year, with not 
a care beyond the un-understandable cost 
of organising it, there was joy and en- 
thusiasm. 

It was only to be expected that the 
eight-fold fatal accident in last year’s race 
would prove a severe jolt to the County 
Council, as it did to everyone else con- 


nected with the running of the event; but 
there were hopes that the céuncillors would 
take a broad view of the eae and 
appreciate that it was very largely due to 
sheer bad luck, which was th unlikely 
ever. to visit the race again. The coun- 
cillors, however, in the language of the 
sound motion pictures, just “ couldn't 
take it.” 


HERE are alternative. cOurses in 
Ulster. A number of others were 
discussed at the time of the proposed 
transference of the T.T. to Northern 
Ireland in 1928. None of them, however, 
is quite so suitable as the Ards circuit,’ 
and it would be many years before any 
of them would build up aereputation such 
as the County. Down course possessed. 

But I cannot visualise the County 
Corucil giving permission for the using 
of any other course in Down. The argu- 
ments against the Ards circuit are 
applicable to any new course, for it will 
be just as difficult to provide safety 
measures on other roads. Wilg the Royal 
Automobile Club then seek a circuit 
outside County Down? 

At one time <he Portstewart-Coleraine- 
Portrush course, on’ which the North-West 
“Two Hundred ' motor cycle race is run, 
was boosted as an ideal circuit by respon- 
sible motor sport organisers. Last year, 
however, the R.A.C. would not sanction 
the use of the course for a race to be run 
by the North of Ireland Club, and the 

nature of the roads has ‘not changed 
since. 

There has been talk of using the Clady 
circuit, on which the Ulster Grand Prix 
motor cycle race is run. But when a 
motor race was to have been run on this 
course in 1925 a competitor was killed 
in practice; and the project’ was 
abandoned. Anyway, wouldn’t enormous 
risks attend an mm by one fast car 
to pass another on t Clady straight, 
which is seven miles long, but 
narrow ! 

Suitable circuits never used for races 
in the past may be discovered in Northern 
Ireland, but I fear that we are more 
likely to find the T.T. takeh back to the 
Isle of Man, where it had its origin, or 
run on an enclosed course, such as 
Donington Park, Brooklands, or the new 
Crystal Palace circuit.

Detective Sergeant Cullinan associated him- 
self with the remarks of the previous 
speakers on hehalf of the detective officers.

iy-break on a chill autumn morning, and 
drove direct from Victoria Station to Euston 
to catch the Holyhead mail. A four hours’ 
sage across the Irish Sea completely pros- 
trated him with sea-sickness, and when Dublin 
was reached at six ‘e’clock in the evening he 
was in very bad form. Nevertheless. after 
snatching a pretence of a meal, he spoke at 
a large meeting. At the close of the meeting 
numbers of old friends pressed forward for 
a ‘iandshake, and to offer words of welcome, 
and it was.nearly midnight before Mr. Moody 
was able to retire. He was the guest of Mr. 
Peter Drummond, ‘‘ who lived some distance 
out of the city,” and he had to take leave 
of his, host early “the next morning, drive 
into Dublin, and catch the seven o'clock train 
jor Belfast on Tuesday morning. 


THE DUBLIN MISSION 


For the campaign in Dublin which fellowed 
missions in Belfast and Londonderry on that 
occasion, elaborate preparations had been 
made. The Exhibition Palace no longer 
existed, so a wooden structure; capable of 
accommodating about 6,000 people, was 
erected in the Rotunda Gardens. It had 
hiteen deors, and was “ well lighted uv by 
Eas.” A-journalist of the day said that the 
structure “‘reminds one of nothing more than 
the magnificent pavilion which the sturdy 
Leyalists of the North caused to spring into 
existence for he memorable Ulster Con- 
vention oi 1892.” It was, by the way, in 
Ulster pavilion mentioned that Mr. 
Moody conducted his last mission in Belfast 
befote coming to Dublin,

The Duthn Mission was well advertised 
beforehand in the /rish Times. . A supple- 
mentary advertisement stated that '' the 
expenses of the Mission, including special 
wooden building, seating and lighting 
same, rent of ground and advertising, 
etc., will be about £1,500.

Fowler was 
able to announce that they '' had received 
more meney than the original estimate for the 
expenses.’ 


HIS THOUGHTFULNESS 


The Jrish Times reporter who attended 
the opening meeting on the night of Tuesday, 
October 25th. 1892, gave an excellent descrip- 
tion of the scene. Excursions had been run 
from Cork, Belfast, and Wexford, while the 
Midiand Great Western Hailway had issued 
return tickets at single fares, and it was 
characteristic of Mr. Moody’s thoughtfulness 
that, at an early stage of the proceedings, 
he had asked those who had trains to catec.:

He is 
gaining a far-away resemblance to Lord 
Salisbury, with something of the rugged ex- 
terior of Mr. Spurgeon. He speaks with a 
decidedly American accent, int as he is a 
thorough enthusiast, with the gift of 
delivery, his words roll out in an uninter- 
rupted stream. His illustrations are apt, 
his language is descriptive, and his argu- 
ments coine upon you with the force of a 
sledge hammer.” Just the man, in fact, to 
deal adequately with the subject which he 
had selected for his opening address 
“ Enthusiasm.” 

The Mission was a gratifying success, and 
on the closing,;day over 12,000 people attended 
the. Services, while hundreds were unable to 
gain admittance.

Srr,—l have just returned from a visit of 
afew days to Nottingham, and could- not 
help being struck by thc excellence of the 
transport and traffic arra..,ements there com- 
pared with Dublin. - ae 

All ‘tram lines have been scrapped, and 
*‘railless”’ *buses are run, making use of the 
overhead wires. .Petrol ’buses.are also used, 
and all are double-deckers, ‘The vehicles are 
new and very comfortable. The principal 
stopping places are provided with a stout 
iron rail on edge-of footpath, and from above 
this rise iron posts bearing the number and 
destinations of each ‘bus. Other stops are 
indicated’ by a notice. attached to lamp 
standards, and vehicles stop only at these 


ints. 

The Belisha beacons are, of course, in, use; 
also a very complete system of traffic go 
signals, which are scrupulously obeyed, The 
street names are in large clear letters, and 
only in the language spoken by the in- 
habitants. The entire transport system 1s 
owned by the city. 

It seems strange that a medium-sized Eng- 
lish town should possess these advantages 
when the capital of the Irish Free State is

TO TIfk EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Every day one sees in the papers dis- 
heartening, and sometimes. alarming, re- 
ferences to the above subject; and in tne last 
number of Studies there appeared a thought- 
ful article headed ‘‘The future Population 
of Ireland,” by George O’Brien, Professor 
cf Economics, U.C.D. Here various causes 
are mentioned to account for the decrease, 
such as late marriages and emigration to 
(ireat Britain; but Mr. O'Brien has no prac- 
tical remedy to suggest. | 

I think it should be plain to anyone who 
considers the guestion that one very obvious 
remedy would be to increase the number of 
homesteads in the Free State. And this is 
not being done at present. se 

No doubt, the Land Commission ie taking 
over grazing ranches and dividing the land; 
but—and here is the point—without in- 
creasing the number of homesteads. The 
practice adopted by the Land Commission at 
present is to give no land except to those 
already in possession of a holding. 

I can speak from personal knowledge of 
several estates in this county where men 
with comfortable holdings have got very sub- 
stantial additions, while young men with a 
wife and family living on the estate were 
given nothing. ' ! ' 

I must say that I cannot understand the 
ro policy of the Land Commission.” 
Some years ago they took over a large 
estate in County Mayo mainly grazing land; 
and on this estate they gave holdings to the 
sous, and even to the daughters, of families 
on the estate, thus increasing the number of 
homestead# ee 

There appears to me to be no reason whv 
the sons and daughters of farmers should 
not get holdings in suitable cases. If a young 
man gets s holding and builds a house he 
will almost certainly marry; and if a girl 
gets one, it is a substantial dowry, and she 
will have no difficulty in getting a husband. 

As for txte marriages, the problem is this: 
How can a man bring a wife into a house 
where his father and mother and two or 
three brothers and sisters are living? 
Formerly the younger members of the family 
went to America. This has now been 
stopped, and in time we shall have numerous 
families of bachelors and old maids, many 
of whom micht have been. vomfortably 
married if the Land Commission had adopted 
a different policy, 

There are many estates’ still on the 
market, and it is not tco late for them to 
change their out-of-date and retrograde 
regulations.—Yours, etc., f

in rather less than a century political 
democracy has come full circle. A century 
ago it was confidently believed that if 
people only had the right to express them- 
selves politically through the franchise 
everything would follow as paturally as 
night follows day. Extension of the 
franchise “has been followed by yet 
another extension, until adult suffrage 
ia no room for another extension. 
“ducation was to give the voter the infor- 
mation—and the political sense—to 
enable. him to use the franchise properly. 
We must know the best when we see it. 
That was the basis and the hope of 
democrats all over the world. The result 
has been so disappointing that not only 
has the best remained unrecognised, but 
in many instances the demonstrably worst 
has been given preference. Despite that

disappointment, it has to be pointed out 


that democracy has not yet become prac- 
ticable in any country—too much is stil] 
withheld in training and leadership.

Franchise too Wide 


To- Sefior de Madariaga democracy has 
gone too far in one direction and not far 
He believes that the 

franchise has been too widely and too 
easily -extended, and that it should be re- 
stricted to a limited and specially quali- 
fied body of citizens. This will be a 
doctrine that British, Swiss, Dutch and 
Scandinavian voters will find difficult to 
follow. If. in these countries the political 
forces are properly balanced there does 
not seem to be an adequate reason for 
restricting the franchise; yet, it may be, 
‘that some restriction will found neces- 
sary if the essentials of the democratic 
system are to be preserved. In effect, 
what Sefior de Madariava proposes is that 
liberty should be preserved, but that the 
pretence of equality should be ahandoned. 
Liberty, he thinks, has degenerated into 
licence; ‘equality, instead of a general 
raising, has effected a levelling downward. 
Liberty is fundamental to mankind, and 
without liberty there can be neither reality 
nor criticism in politics. Equality, on 
the contrary, is foreign to the natural 
order, and in the contemporary - world 
natural inequalit? is intensified by the 


_complexity of social and political life and 


by the variation of function in every 
aspect of community life.

economic life of the whole. This, at once, 
presents the Communist-Fascist case 
against democracy, and seems to concede 
it without a struggle. There is no attempt 
to examine the possibilities of the co- 
operative or guild ideas of economic con- 
trol; nor is the practicability of control 
of certain industries by local authorities, 
or through indirect systers of election, 
presented. Yet, in these voluntary and 
semi-voluntary types of organisation the 
substance of democracy could be preserved 
and all the advantages of authority 
secured. : 

On the economic side Sefior de 
Madariaga finds that the Communist- 
Fascist criticism—emanating mainly. from 
Signor Mussolini—of democracy is wholly 
justified. His own economic organism 
would, within carefully defined limits, be 
a totalitarian body with control residing in 
some kind of Grand Council. On the 
bee side the “ rights of man ” would 

preserved in a Constitution which, like 
the Constitution of the Irish Free State in 
1922, takes pieces from many lands and 
many systems. The main elements in this 
sketch Constitution seem to have been 
taken from Great Britain, Bussia, France 
and Switzerland. There is not a piece 
taken from the United States, or Italy or 
Germany ! 


Responsibility 


To Great Britain is allotted the pride of 
place in having its principle of the re- 


| sponsibility of the Executive to the Legis- 


lature accepted. The Central Govern- 
ment would be elected by subordinate 
Governments—local authorities ?—and the 
franchise for the lowest Governmental 


sauthorities would be confined to citizens 


with special qualifications. Although the 

xecutive is to be responsible to thé Legis- 
lature, it would be elected by that body 
on the Swiss rather than the British 
model, and could be turned out on a vote 
of confidence, but the Parliament turning 
out a Government automatically dissolves 
itself.

HAVE ie read ' The Protection of 

the Public from Aerial Attack,” and 
I do not like it a bit. This is the book 
produced by a: group of- Cambridge 
scientists, who have been to considerable 
pains to show that the <Air-raid Pre. 
cautions Department of the British 
Government is totally misguided in its 
efforts to provide sanctuary for civilians 
in the war of the future; and, besides 


discomposing the War Office, I am afraid 
that the book has given me Really Grave 
Apprehensions. 


Prior to its publication I was enjoying 
in a curious way all that I read about 
gas-masks and gas-proof rooms. Quickly I 
became accustomed to the eerie spectacle 
of a crowd in respirators; and then when 
I learnt that the snouts of the new gas- 
masks wobble as the wearer moves his 
head, the potentialities of an air raid 
seemed to be mainly amusing. 


The Hotne Fortress 


The Department’s directions anent gas- 
proof rooms gave further scope for com- 
paratively light-hearted excitement. To 
transform one’s own living-room into a 
minor fortress was an agreeable game. 
(How often in childhood have we cursed 
the parent who would not allow us to 
make trenches, parapets and bomb craters 
out of the furniture on a rainy after- 
noon.) The transformation was so simple. 
You mixed up a lot of old newspapers 
in a bucket of water, and with ‘the 
resultant and pleasing mess you lined the 
cracks in doors and windows. Plasticine 
was stuffed into the keyhole and wet 
blankets nailed across the fireplace. 
There, in the comfort of your own 
home, you would be safe from all harm. 
My conception of the air raid was un- 
clouded by any thought of death or 
destruction; because death and truc- 
tion never could invade a quiet Dublin 


changed all that.

The Prospect 
In the first. place the off-hand refer- 


‘ences to death which crowd the pages of 


the book have destroyed for ever the con- 
viction that aerial attack is an empty 
threat. I’ve an uncomfortable feeling 
about the top of my head which feels as 
if it may be permanent; and, with the 
arrival of that sensation. the scientists 
had me at their mercy. 

Here is what will happen.. There is the 
danger from high explosive. If I am not 
blown into unsightly pieces I then will 
have to cope with incendiary bombs; and 
incendiary bombs require a very delicate 
touch. These bombs are filled with 
thermite, a substance which can burn 
independently of air. (If burning ther- 
mite is dropped into a bucket filled with 
sand or water it burns straight through 
the bottom ‘of the bucket.) Therefore, I 
am likely to find the ceiling of my gas- 
proof room in flames, and I will not be 
able to put it out. I will hurriedly leave 
the gafety of my gas-proof room, which, 
incidentally, the scientists say is not gas- 
proof at all; and find myself in a street 
filled with ‘poisonous fumes. My gas-mask 
there will protect my face and lungs for a 
period, until the filter is saturated ; but if 
the enemy has provided mustard gas I need 
protection for my whole body. . If liquid 
mustard gas is in contact with the skin for 
more than four minutes no amount of 
subsequent washing will lessen the injury 
produced. Furthermore, I may not be 
able to bear a mask on my face. I may 
be subject to claustrophobia, or the state 
of my lungs will not allow me to breathe 
through the filter. There is, then, no hope 
whatever. 


Pity the Children 


The slum-dwellers will fly their over- 
crowded homes and seek panic-rtricken 
refuge in the more substantially built 
houses of the upper classes--houses which 
already are infernos. Parents must force 
gas-masks over the faces of their children 
—gas-masks which even adults, aliv, to 
the dangeis, cannot bring themselves to 
wear. And parents with very young 
children must leave them to die. The 
Cambridge group firm that chil tren 
under five years of age cannot live in a 
gas-mask. Gas-proof boxes, with an air 
pump, have been made; but it is said that 
no mother could leave her chiid, crying 
and gasping for breath, in such a prison. 
: That is the picture painted by this little 
It may be that no enemy air flect 
could approach sufficiently near to do such 
wholesale damage; it may be that the 
authorities have plans as yet unpublished : 
and it may be that humanity ever will 
shrink from so bestial a slaughter. But 
perhaps those Really Grave Apprehensions, 
which I have endowed with derisive capita! 
letters, are even now more real than I 
imagine them to be.

The Diaries’ Influence 

The compiler’s view is simply that an 
original document in Casement’s hand- 
writing was misused by British officials at 
a time when his life was in the balance.

he use of the diaries, it must be said,

It was certainly not impossible to obtain 
his execution by fair means, and it was 
most unfortunate that this diary obtained 
circulation and a

It could not have influenced the judges 
to whom the appeal was made by a hair’s 
breadth, but it undoubtedly upset a 
number of influential Englishmen who 
were anxious for a reprieve to be granted, 
including the Archbishop of Canterbury.

Needs Must 


Of the seriousness of the documents 
in Casement’s' diary there can be no 
doubt. But Dr. Maloney’s charge that 
they were misused to blast the character 
of their writer becomes equally serious. 
I do not say that he has proved his 
case, but he has left an uneasy suspicion 
that as much needs clearing up on one 
side as on the other. During war-time a 
Government fighting for its life will em- 
ploy every possible weapon of propaganda 
which can bé distributed by a public Press 
or the more private circular. The proce- 
dure even of a Ministry for: Foreign 
Affairs ceases to be normal, and means 
will be taken to force and obtain opinion 
in other countries. which would never be 
dreamed of in the times of peace,

How Was It Found? 


But, unfortunately, a course was fol. 
lowed which, right or wrong, left damag- 
ing impressions in America, Photographs 
of parts of this diary were sent across the 
Atlantic and were recognised as Case- 
ment’s handwriting by John Quinn, who 
was not only a friend and advocate of 
Casement, but the principal. champion of 
the Allied cause during the years of the 
Wilson neutrality. Dr. Maloney shows 
that there is considerable confusion in the 
versions of how this diary was found. By 
all accounts Sir Basil Thomson, of Scot- 
land Yard, appears to have given several 
versions of the finding of the diary in a 


locked trunk. Dr. Maloney sums up on 
this point :— 

“ April 23, 1916, was the very first 
day on which Sir Basil Thomson in his 
Memoirs could ask Casement for the key 
to the untampered-with trunk where the 
diary had to be planted. Sir Basil 
Thomson in his Memoirs asked for the: 
key at the very earliest possible moment: 
on that first day. And yet that moment 
was already late beyond belief. While 
Casement was still in Germany the un- 
planted existence of the diary was 
whispered. for months in the British 
Embassy of Washington, was whispered 
even to Jokn Quinn.’’ 

This is an allegation that Spring-Rice 
in a burst of confidence had already told 
John Quinn, who kept his counsel, 
Nothing was then proved against Case- 
ment, nor does this discovery of discrepant 
dates particularly exculpate him. 

Many months later Casement had been 
executed, and the diary was being circu- 
lated in America. John Quinn was 
indignant for the repute of his dear friend, 
and also at the idea of the British Empire 
stooping to such practices, if, indeed, they 
were practised by any reputable officials in 
her name. Quinn threatened to expose 
““ the fact. that the ‘British had the diary

not use it.” If that was so, and Quinn 
had been previously told of its existence as 
far back as 1914, it was obvious that it 
cannot have been discovered by even the 
most zealous of officials for the first time 
in 1916. This is an important crux in the 
book, though it does not cover the moral 
issue. .
